Tbo first 
plea pnt in by Shuiz is—everybody will 
anticipate it—that ha is an "injured inno- 
cent." Having done what he can to bring 
the Government of thin country into dis- 
repute all over the world, he turns round 
at the first criticism upon himm'lf, and 
says, " Am I to be persecuted ? Look at 
me—I am being bounded down. I opk for 
Jrotectiou. Am I not to have tho liberty 
of uttering alanders without beic^r contra- 
dicted ?" 
Here is a man who claims and 


exercise* tbe most unlimited freedom of 
>-uf>:nff judgment on the acts and motives 
ot others, and who at tho same time de- 
uiandtj absolute protection from criticism 
umaelf. 
He atka for n roving; commis- 


sion to calumniate any one e gamut whom 
ie happens to bear a grudge, and then 
when his own acts aro exposed to public 
view, he iunn away whining, and faye, 


Djn'fc strike at mo. It wan tho other 


>oy that tbrew tho xtone. I am above und 
>eyond vulgar criticism." Senator Shnrz 
ought to have found out by this time thut 
.ho American people will forgive alinont 
any fault sooner than want of truthful- 
ness and conrugo in a public man. 
Ho 


who strikes must expect to bo struck in 
return, and onpht not to go about crying 
>iteously for some one to protect him. 


So inuoh for the first point. In the sec- 


ond place, Mr. Sohuiz says that wo have 
attacked him because wo are tho "organ of 
.he Administration." We shall not take

nd it has never given us anything.—and 
t' Senator Sahuiz could pay as much, his 


ition before the country would be 


stronger than it is to-day. We do not 
lonsider it a disgrxot-ful tl ing to assist in 
maintaining1 the dignity end credit of the 
Sovernment of this country. 
Senator 


•ichurz tries to lower it in tho opinion of 
our own citizens and of all foreign Pow- 
ers. We leave him to pursue bin own 
courae, and we bball pursue ours—timo 
v/ill decide which course is right. 


O'uflervo that Senator Schurz has never 
lorepeed himself to criticisms upon the

purpOPOB—and we say that in doiuu* this 
lie convicts himself as a reckless dema- 


f;ue, and forfeits his claim to be trcattd 


aa aa ordinary political opponent.

iy who charges the President with dit- 
le^ty we believe to be a cowardly slan- 


derer— and if we can bo proved to be 
wrong, we will frankly admit it—nnd con- 
cede at tho hiime time that Schurz is an 
aonest and patriotic citizen, which at pres- 
ent we are by no means prepared to admit. 


The specific charges against Schur/i re-

icended (lights of steps into the largo ein- 
;lo room. In tbe center of each a fire wan 
milt on ground, and in the center of each 
•oof a hole, out of which passed a small 
portion of the pmoko, the most of it re 
nuiuing for the benefit of the salmon 
langiiig over our heads, and to make sore 
yea for the mumloH. 
The whole inside 


s floored, except tho fire-place in the mid- 
dle. 
Oa both sides aru tho sleeping places, 


covered with skins and blankets, and in 
toine instances separated by low partitions, 
.n the i oar, and on bhelven below the dor- 
mitories, were stored potatoes and dried 
raliuon in email bdlcF, covered with mat- 
ing. Their largest potatoes are the size 
of n hulled walnut.

Thoir canoe-building is worthy of not«. 


Oul of a huge spruco or cedar tree they 
woik it vofc8e4 ot perfect symmetry that 
will carry from fivo to ten tone. 
After 


roughly hewing it in tho forofit, they tow 
und diug it to (heir homes, which are 
ways near the shore, to Ie finished at their 
,ei»ure. An Indian does not like to be 
mined, and especially by euoh men as 
Sheridan and Crook. 1 paw many of these 
oauoes in proceed of construction.

most curious operation is that of stretch- 
j them apart, when reduced to the pro.

Mr Tyler saved enough during the re 
mainmg three yeara of his estate to pay 
for a modest estate on the James river 
" Ho was an admirable hoat, of amiable 


deportment and -winning manners, alwaji 
putting visitors at their ease, and dis 
pensmg the hospitalities of the Ereontivi 
Mansion without formality or ostentation 
in the trno spirit of a Virginia gentlemen 
He was frank, cordial, and courteous 
credulous und unsuepioiouu, impressive, o:
